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Nazi Inventors 


Had Wide Lead 
In Jet Planes 


OTTAWA, Jan. 18—(CP)—A jet 
aircraft designed to travel at five 
times the speed of sound and a 
rocket motor 10 times larger than 
those used on V-2s at the end of 
the war were just two of many Ger- 
man developments in aeronautics 
viewed by five members of the Nat- 
jonal Research Council staff, who 
spent four months at former Ger- 
man research stations, airfields and 
underground factories. 

AT A SYMPOSIUM of the coun- 
eil’s science association they report- 
ed their conclusion tha® many ad- 
vances in German acronautics fail- 
ed to reach the production stage, 
only because of Hitler's “intuition 
and interference” and a lack of co- 
ordination of various projects by 
the Nazi air ministry. 

The experts were W. F. Campbell, 
wind tunnel expert; R. D, Hiscocks, 
supervisor of the airframes labora- 
tory; M. S. Kuhring, chief of the 
engine laboratories; J. L. Orr, in 
charge of de-icing research, and D. 
G. Samaras, another engine expert. 

MR. SAMARAS reported the Ger- 
mans had made “considerable 
headway” in Transatlantic rockets 
and actually were making prepara- 
tions for space travel. 

In rockets and jet propulsion, the 
Nazis had “10 times our technical 
facilities” and in .rocket research 
were “miles ahead of us.” 

Mr. Hiscocks described several 
advanced types of jet and pro- 
peller-driven aircraft with most of 
the later models featuring “sweep 
back” wings. 

THE MOST ADVANCED was a 
fantastic jet affair resembling a 
paper dart. Called the DM-1, it 
was a modified glider designed to 
reach speeds five times faster than 
sound and operate at an altitude 
of up to 22 miles. 

“It was completed just in time for 
the United States army to take de- 
livery,” he said. 

Another type in the 600-mile-an- 
hour bracket resembled a boomer- 
ang with a jet engine mounted in 
the centre. 

SOME MESSERSCHMIDT 262’'s 
had rocket boosters enabling them 
to climb 30,000 feet in two minutes. 
a late model Heinkel 162 had a 
climbing rate of 4,200 feet a minute 
and sufficient were produced to 
take “quite a toll of our bombers.” 

Still another type was a tail-less 
rocket job, “the first in the world.” | 
It had a speed of 600 miles-an-hour | 
and climbed 30,000 feet in 2% min- 
utes, 

Mr. Hiscocks said the Germans 
never produced an _ outstanding 
bomber. 

In general the failure of Germany 
¢o win control of the air was “a| 
tactical error by the high command | 
and not the fault of the designers.”

I inquired from several leading 
Communist members of the Gov-

spread or systematic, as my re- 
searches lead me °to believe, they 
Gave two reasons. 

FIRST, THEY CLAIM that many 
priests, especially the hierarchy, | 
were actively involved with Ustashi 
terror bands during the war and| 
committed numerous war crimes. 
Secondly, they allege that the Cath- 
olic hierarchy, particularly the 
Archbishop of Zagreb, still are giv- 
ing support and sanctuary to Usta- 
shi leaders. 

Even if there is anything in the 
first accusation, most of those 
priests who may have committed 
such crimes, together with many 
who have clean records, have long 
since perished. The Vatican claims 
that 250 priests already have been 
killed by the Partisans, apart from

Prairie Pioneer 
Dies Near Calgary 


CALGARY, Jan. 18—(CP)—One 
of the last of the original buffalo 
hunters and traders who was born 
in the west, roamed the prairies and 
range along with the redskins, 
George Hodgson, 99, died yesterday 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
G. F. Lee in Midnapore. 

Born in July, 1846, in Ile a La 
Cross, Sask., the son of a Hudson's 
Bay Co. factor, Mr. Hodgson spent 
many years trapping, trading and 
buffalo hunting before coming ‘to 
the Calgary district more than 60 
years ago. In about 1883 he moved 
to the Sarcee reserve where, being 
a fluent linguist, he acted as inter- 
preter there for some 40 years. He 
spoke Cree, Blackfoot and Stony 
languages. For many years he was 
acting farm instructor at the re- 
serve until retiring in April of 1921. 

GREATLY RESPECTED and 
loved by the Indians, he was sup- 
posedly given the name of Buckskin 
Shirt. 

Following his retirement he 
moved to Midnapore to make his 
home with his daughter, Mrs. Lee. 

His wife, Madelaine, died some 20 
years ago. 

Surviving are three daughters, 
Mrs. G. F. Lee, Midnapore; Mrs. 
George Pitman, Rock Creek, B.C., 
Mrs. J. Whitney, Sarcee Reserve; 
one brother, Peter, St. Albert; 27 
grandchildren; 15 great-grandchil- 
dren and six great-great-grand- 
children.

Not Wanted Here 


No man was ever less welcome any- 
where than Kurt Meyer will be in Canada. 
There is division of opinion as to whether 
his sentence should have been commuted, 
but none on the question of housing him in 
a Canadian prison. Even the inmates of 
those establishments will rightfully feel 
that they should not be compelled to live 
under the same roof with this monster who 
worked his men up to such a pitch of fan- 
aticism that they murdered prisoners of 
war. 

This was the offence for which Meyer 
was condemned to death by the military 
court. Maj. Gen. Foster, who presided at 
that court, affirms that there was no evi- 
dence that Meyer ordered his soldiers to 
commit the crimes. He was condemned for 
having inspired them to such fury they 
acted without orders. Legally the distinc- 
tion is necessary. To non-legal minds it 
seems that the responsibility in the one 
case is much the same as in the other. 

It was left to the Army to try Meyer 
and to decide the punishment due. The 
civil authority at Ottawa, and oversea, 
had nothing to do with it. That was the 
proper course, as it is proper also for civil- 
lans to refrain from questioning the decis- 
ion of the court or the action of the con- 
firming officer in commuting the sentence. 
Meyer is where he is by decision of military 
authority acting with all the evidence at 
hand. 

But surely some other disposition could 
be made of this instigator of war crimes 
than sending him to Canada to serve his 
life sentence. There are plenty of jails in 
Germany where he could be held while the 
occupation forces remain, And plenty of 
barren rocks in the ocean where he could 
spend the remainder of his existence, along 
with any others of his kind who may also 
escape the extreme penalty through lack 
of direct evidence. 


Canada-Built Ships 


A Vancouver firm is to build ten large 
ocean-going ships for France, at a contract 
price of from $12,000,000 to $14,000,000, 
And at a Quebec yard a fleet of fishing 
vessels will be built, also for France, to 
cost around $5,000,000. Employment will 
be increased and business stabilized in both 
ports by these orders—the first of many 
which are expected to come to Canadian 
ship-builders as the nations seek to make 
up their war losses and resume peacetime 
commerce, China, it has long been report- 
ed, will create a merchant fleet, with ves- 
sels built in Canadian yards. 

These orders may be taken as a peace- 
time result of Canada’s wartime ship- 
building record, In the yards in British 
Columbia and in Atlantic ports hundreds 
of vessels large and small were built as 
part of the national war effort. Some were 
combat ships, some freighters. They were 
well built and gave a good account of them- 
selves. Hence France and China are lovk- 
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ing this way now that they want to restore 
and expand their merchant fleets. 

The inference is that construction costs 
in the Canadian yards aro not excessive, 
quality and time taken into consideration, 
Else these orders would go elsewhere. 
Neither France nor China has money to 
waste in paying fancy prices for ships—or 
anything else. 

If the cost factor can be kept at com- 
petitive levels, the yards which were con- 
structed and expanded under pressure of 
war needs should get a fair share of the 
world ship-building business in future 
years. They have the plant, the manage- 
ment and the skill, as shown by what they 
accomplished during the war. 

Building ocean-going vessels used to be 
a major industry along the Atlantic sea- 
board in the days of wooden ships, It came 
back there, and grew to unprecedented 
magnitude on both coasts, when enemy 
submarines were destroying Allied carriers 
and warships. It is one war-inspired in- 
dustry which will greatly strengthen and 
stabilize the national economy if it can 
carry on in a large way in peacetime.

With the best will 
in the world the Council can’t hand out 
over-night decisions, and it isn’t ready yet 
to start studying cases.

LONDON—United Nations Orga- 
nization has started functioning in 
world politics filled with suspicions 
and doubts of nations who have not 
yet learnea how to prevent war 
even to avoid their own destruction. 
Nothing could illustrate better the 
uncertainty of world relations than 
the minor crisis which blew up sud- 
denly over the atomic energy com- 
mission and then evaporated over- 
night. The day before the United 
Nations assembly was to open—26 
years to the day after the opening 
of the first assembly of the old 
League of Nations—the London 
press was full of reports and alarms 
that the American monopoly of in- 
formation on how to make atomic 
bombs was in danger from the 
recent Moscow agreement by which 
Russia became associated with Bri- 
tain, Canada and United States 
in asking for a special United Na- 
tions commission, 

The incident showed how jittery 
and how near hysteria public opin- 
ion can become when the atomic 
bomb is involved. Morning news- 
papers, here, reported a sensational 
midnight meeting between British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, and 
the American secretary of state, 
James Byrnes, before the motors 
were cool on the plane Byrnes had 
just flown in on from Washington. 
The cause of this half-day’s sensa- 
tion was a small difference in the 
wording between the Truman-Att- 


lee-Mackenzie King communique on |

Committee on Proposed Tariff Changes— 


Will Hear Anybody 


Interested Consumer Groups May Submit Briefs and 
Ask for Reductions to Lower Living Costs 
If Considered Necessary

Ottawa Bureau of 
Ottawa—For the present, at least, 
sessions of the new informal inter- 
departmental committee on tariffs 
and trade hearings will be held in 
private. Reasons for this decision 
are chiefly the apprehension that 
public hearings might develop into 
long-winded, academic debates on 
free trade versus protection, 

In this connection, it is pointed 
out that Rt. Hon, J. L. Ilsley, min- 
ister of finance, in naming the 
committee, emphasized that repre- 
sentations to the committee by 
Canadian industries and groups 
“should not have as their objective 
the raising of tariff rates.” What 
the committee is Inviting are repre- 
sentations and suggestions -in the 
form of briefs directed to the re- 
duction of international trade bar- 
riers, and the enlarging of markets 
for Canadian production in other 
countries, 

Ideas on this vital subject are in- 
vited from all industries and pro- 
ducers. It is hoped that briefs on 
the subject will be submitted to the 
committee chairman, Hector B. Mc- 
Kinnon, who is also chairman of 
the tariff board and president of 
the Commodity Prices Stabilization 
Corporation before the end of 
January, 

Members of the committee repre- 
sent the departments of finance, 
trade and commerce, customs and 
excise, tariff board, agriculture and 
external affairs. Thus all phases of 
Canadian production especially in 
relation to export trade will be in 
the hands of men expert in dealing 
with the complicated problems in- 
volved, J 

It may be that later on, the ques- 
tion of public hearings will be re- 
considered if differences of opinion 
develop among the industries and 
groups submitting briefs. Such dif- 
ferences might develop for ex- 
ample among one class of Canadian 
primary industries supplying other 
industries within Canada with 
manufactured or semi-manufactur- 
ed materials,

Surplus Goods 
Policy Stated 


In the belief that many people 
would like to know the surplus 
property policy of: the U.S, Army 
Air Base at Edmonton, Alaskan 
Division officials today released the 
following information: 

UNDER .PRESENT .DISPOS!I- 
TIONS instructions from higher 
echelons, the salvage section of the 
quartermaster department, at the 
air base is restricted in sale of sal- 
vage to garbage edible for hogs, 
waste bones, waste grease, waste 
fat, and used petroleum products. 
These items are sold to local Cana 
dian bidders, consisting of packing 
plants, hog raisers, and refineries. 
All other salvage is reported to the 
Canadian War Assets Corporations. 
This organization either sells or 
makes other disposition of the re- 
ported items. 

Scrap lumber is stock-piled and 
reported to the WAC as kindling, 
or, in the case of non-standard and 
worn furniture which may be put 
into use after repairs or adjust- 
ments are made. Scrap metal is re- 
ported to WAC as scrap metal. 

THE INFINITESIMAL AMOUNT 
of scrap paper received at the sal- 
vage section is sent to the city 
dump, since the base conservation 
program affectuates consumption of 
usable paper, and disposition by 
sale or stock-piled is uneconomical 
and hazardous.

And Mine

Very few parents are in a mood 
}to enjoy a baby’s antics in the 
middle of the night. Even when a 
baby is new and unique to them, 
they prefer that he do his playing 
in daytime so they. won't have to 
react to his cuteness when aroused 
out of a sound sleep. 

Mrs. A, F. says her 3-months-old 
baby is addicted to waking up about 
4 a.m. and laughing and playing for 
about an hour. “I give him his last 
bottle at 10 p.m. and then he sleeps 
until 4 am. Some people suggest 
that I give him his bottle later but 
this only results in his waking up 
at 4:30. 

“My problem is how to get him 
to sleep all night and not waken for 
this playing spell. Is it because he 
isn’t tired any longer? He only 
sleeps about 3% hours in the day- 
time”.

Her husband, a member of the 
French army, escaped capture in 
the disaster at Sedan and became 
seriously ill. This alone saved him 
from imprisonment. 

During the German occupation 
she served as interpreter for the 
underground and helped to shelter 
Allied airmen forced down in 
France who were on their way back 
to freedom. 

“DURING the last years of the 
war,” she said, “we lived a life in 
which every footstep, every knock 
on the door seemed likely to be 
the last we would ever hear.” 

Following her husband's arrival, 
they will travel to Victoria, where 
they will visit the Countess’ par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Christian 
Willett.
